Compare the following words: 


e kore is used for things close to or belonging to the speaker. 
e sore is used for things close the listener. It can be translated as "the thing(s) near you." 
e are is used for things which are far from both the speaker and the listener. 


Sample sentences: 


¢ kore wa niku desu. (ZMILIC< CF. ) 
¢ sore wa niku desu. (4M ltIC< CF. ) 
e are wa nikudesu. (@MlkIC< CT. ) 


3. Kore wa niku desu ka? 
THIS (I<) CHA. 


It is easy to form a question in Japanese: just add ka (A‘) to the end of the sentence. The intonation usually rises on the 
particle ka (A.) . 


Sample sentences: 


¢ kore wa niku desu ka? (THldIC< CHA ) 
* sore wa niku desu ka? (Z#ldIC< CHA ) 
¢ are wa niku desu ka? (#HnldIC< CHA ) 


4.Kore wa niku de wa arimasen.

C¥/desu is equivalent to English am/is/are. 
There are 3 negative forms of desu (Cd) . They are... 


e --- de wa arimasen (--- Gl£H) E*HA) 
e --- ja arimasen (--- L2H) EtA) 
e ---janaidesu (--- Lea CF) 


Although all of these expressions are polite, de wa arimasen (CGlt% !) X*+A.) is the most polite among these three.

*sumimasen 
TFHECA, 


It means "excuse me," "I'm sorry,"or "thank you." 
Sumimasen is used to express either apology or gratitude. 


eS HAEHA vs FLYE tA / sumimasen vs suimasen 


Although sumimasen is the grammatically correct expression, it's not uncommon to hear this word pronounced suimasen. 
According to a survey, about 50% of the people admit that they use suimasen in their daily conversations. Since suimasen is 
still considered grammatically incorrect, it would be better to use sumimasen when you talk to elders or superiors.

s6 desu (435 GF) = That's right. (Literally means "It is so.") + Newbie lesson 32 
ka (#’) = question marker 

It literally means "Is that right?," "Is that so?" 

*When it is said with a falling intonation, it means "I see." 

*When it is said with a rising intonation, it means "really?" or "is that so?"

BRE (PSU) HB (KH) 


vegetables and beans 
to (&) = and (Note that pronunciation of to (&) is NOT "two" but to as in "toe.") 
Examples:

e Jikiru to Haido (=) &7\4 F) = Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde

tori-niku comes from the words tori which means bird and niku which means meat. So tori-niku literally means "poultry meat," 
and in most cases it simply means "chicken."
